Ottawa, Sept. 25—Premier 


Seattle, 8ept. 25.—Negotiations for a $400,000,000 merger of 
Mine seventy timber corporations in the Pacific Northwest have 
been virtually completed, it was learned here to-day, and now 
await only the approval of Eastern financial interests. 

The merger plans of these North Pacific Coast lumber mills 
and timberland holdings, valued at nearly $500,000,000, have 
been made, and neit week will be laid before a group of central 
western and eastern bankers for capitalization on a basis that 
will make the proposed merger one of the largest undertaken in 
America since a billion-dollar combination resulted in the organ¬ 
ization of the United States Steel Corporation more than twenty 
years ago. 

Members of the organization com - 
mlttee. who are leaders in the lum¬ 
ber indue try, met here butt night be¬ 
fore leaving for Kunsus City. Mo., 
where they will confer with repre¬ 
sentatives of several New York 
he rtf, next week in an effort to 
bring the consolidation to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

The plan, it la said, does not In¬ 
volve anything that might be con¬ 
strued as restraint of trade, inas¬ 
much as less than fifty per cent of 
the timber holdings of the Northwest 
are represented. 

OPERATION ECONOMY 
Extending Its operations through¬ 
out Oregon. Washington and British 
Columbia, the merged corporation 
plans on an annual production of 
from 2,500.000.000 to 3.000.000.000 
board feet of lumber, with the addi¬ 
tional assurance that the lumber 
business will be placed on a firm 
financial foundation. It la stated. 

The plan Involves economy In 
woods operations, control of produc¬ 
tion In accordance with market de- 
manda. greater efficiency and co¬ 
ordination tn mill operations and co¬ 
ordination In the shipping of lum¬ 
ber, both bf rail and water.

Proof of this la the fact 
that the West Coast Lumbermen's 
Association haa a membership of 
only 1SB mills, but these mills pro¬ 
duce more than half of the lumber 
cut In Washington and Oregon, 
which at the present time le about 
ten billion feet a year.

Venlot became Mlnleter of Public 
Works, and hs coatlnusd tn that po¬ 
ll Don until February 19, 1911, when 
he succeeded Mr. Foster In the 
premiership. His Government was 
defsated In the teat general election. 
In August. 199ft, but Mr. Vsnlot was 
himself elected and during the test 
session In the Legislature he was 
opposition leader, which position he 
vacated when be became a candidate 
In the Federal general election. He 
waa tha only Acadian and the only 
Roman Catholic to be Premier of 
New Brunswick.

Hon. James Malcolm, new Minis¬ 
ter of Trade and Commerce, is a 
prominent manufacturer of furniture 
tn hla home town of Kincardine. On¬ 
tario. and haa also allied manufac¬ 
turing Interests In Kitchener, On¬ 
tario. Educated at Upper Canada 
College, Toronto, and with artlsltc 
leanings. Mr. Malcolm brought to the 
old established family business nsw 
Ideas of design and technique, snd 
the product haa a high reputation. 
He entered politics In the general 
election of 1911, when he defeated la 
North Bruce as formidable an oppon¬ 
ent as Lieut.-Col. Hugh Clark, editor 
of The Kincardine Review. He re¬ 
peated his victory In 193ft snd again 
this year. 

With his fellow manufacturers of 
Ontario he is personally tery popular. 

Mr. Malcolm was born In Kincar¬ 
dine forty-six years ago. 

Hla father represented Centre 
Bruce In the Ontario Legislature 
from 13 9ft till 1903*.

In the Army Pageant at Wembley, 
to represent Stone Age music, there | 
were used marrow-bones, struck 
with flints, the hollow bone giving 
out a cbrloualy resonant sound. For 
the Bronge Age Chinese gongs were 
used, and in the Iron Age—-the work¬ 
manship of which the musical in¬ 
struments was cruder—the Iron 
knife struck the marrow-bone*, pro¬ 
viding s melodious concord still 
practiced In Leadenhall Market. 

With the advent of the Druids the 
harp was introduced, the bowstring 
perhaps being the origin of this in¬ 
strument.

Some 
day you are going to misjudge your distance s trifle and will hay* the 
pleasure of paying a fair sixed repair bill Remember that very often 
a fraction of a second makes all the difference between safety and a 
serious accident, so when in doubt slow ap or wait a few seconds in¬ 
stead of trying to pass another car or cut in and miss it by inches.

By now the world knows that Mona. Ovila Chapedelnlns. known less heroically as Jack Delaney. la the new 
light heavyweight champion of the works That he la also of French extraction Is not a secret, either. 

Delaney 's best punch la hts right hand. Hs could have checked Ms left with his Aunt Emma over in Bridge¬ 
port Conn., the night he shellacked Paul Berlenbach and still won ths title by at least seven furlongs. 

Delaney's right Is probably the most versatile right hand that ever dangled menacingly from a belligerent 
shoulder socket. If there Is anything he can't do with It I failed to notice what It was during hla brisk rebellion 
against the "Caatoria Assassin." . 

DELANEY'S RIGHT IS DIFFERENT * 

All Carpentter could do with that great right hand of hla was to shoot It straight from the shoulder. This 
meant he had to have Just the opening he wanted before he could get results. When It did land, of course, It 
was a kayo. Delaney's right Is not liks that , 

At long range Delaney can ahoot his right either on a straight line or from an angle; In close he can drive It 
hard to the body with plenty of body power furnishing the Impetus, or he can shoot It to the Jaw, a ripping up¬ 
percut. ths' carries plenty of danger. ^ ^ ‘ . 

There j . In short a fluency and a flexibility to the operation which makes the Delaney right a rather re¬ 
markable weapon. This Is a quality not unusual In left-handed punchers but It Is seldom found In such abun¬ 
dance In right-handers. 

DEVELOPED REAL KAYO POWER 

It might be Interesting to recall at this point that the Delaney right is synthetic ss to Ingredients. Which 
Is to ssy It la the original pattern torn down and rebuilt to suit the tenant. When Delaney started boxing his 
right was brittle as glass. After every fight from one to three hones would be broken. .. 

Finally, after breaking the hand for the eleventh time, fighting Jimmy Darcey In the semi-final of ths Harry 
Oreb-Johnny Wilson fight three years ego he tossed It on the surgical table of O. W. Frallrk. noted fistic knife 
man. and said. ’ Put In a new battery, grind the valve* and give it a Duco finish." 

Fralick must have jwrformed a miraculous operation on Delaney's hand, for not only did It acquire a new 
durability but It Immediately developed a knockout power that the hand In Its original design never knew. Ex¬ 
cept for a slight fracture of the thumb sustained in the Berlenbach bout, Delaney's right hasn't been hurt since. 

LAVIGNE, WALCOTT AND OTHER* - • t 

Other fighters of French blood, though not strictly Frenchmen, to attain distinction as right hand eocksrs 
w#r „ George Lavtgne, who was good enough to beat one of the greatest fighters of all time, namely, Joe Waloott;

During the address, his stance makes 
him look cramped. It Is tho only 
stage of his golf at which an. ele¬ 
ment of constraint ^sserts Itself. It 
dissolves Into easy grace directly he 
begins the swing, but It could not 
do that unless h« had uncommon 
gifts of physique. Almost everybody 
else with his feet so close together 
would bo tied Into a knot and thrown 
off hla balance before he had taken 
the club half-way up. 

I hope at tome future time to set 
down approximate measurements of 
tho distance that the feet should bq 
apart for various kinds of shots In 
4ho case of an ordlnarly built per¬ 
son. At the moment, It Is sufficient 
to emphasise the unwisdom, unless 
tho player Is one of very unusual 
physical attributes, of trying to imi¬ 
tate Jones by standing as he does. 
It is Just as unsuitable for tho aver¬ 
age golfer aa standing very straddle- 
legged. 

There la less harm In copying 
Jones's tsndency to bo near to the 
ball—-nearer than the normal—for he 
Is at least well over hts work, which 
Is better for anybody thnn reaching 
out In a strained way to address or 
hit the ball. It may be remarked, 
however, that Jones evidently adopts 
this position near to the hall—be¬ 
cause Nature prompts him to stand 
In a more erect way during the swing 
than most people do. Ttp»e disposed, 
he has to be close to the ball. 

THE FINOER GRIP 

Conjointly with tho question of the 
stance we may^bn i lli r that of the 
grip, for If we can stsad correct ly 
and grip Che club propetly. We are at 
least favorably started on the way to 
efficiency. 

It If surely a striking circumstance 
that nearly all the great golfers of 
the present-day favor the overlap¬ 
ping finger grljf. Abe Mitchell doe* 
not adopt that system, hut hts man¬ 
ner of arranging Ms hands makes 
hta grip a finger grip, the distinction 
being that he does not overlap.

clothes la to make a pleasing visual 
Impression—partly on oneself but 
chiefly on other people. This Is un¬ 
questionable. Why. therefore, should 
It not be candidly admitted? 

The Importance of being well- 
dressed while not being a dandy. Is 
strongly insisted on In certain pro¬ 
fessions and callings, and a carefully 
dressed man In beginning business 
relations. The first thought of a 
negligent man seeking a situation la 
Invariably to remedy hla negligence, 
the pity is that sometimes he cannot 
remedy it. 

The negligent man will object that 
he cannot afford to dresa well. Not 
so. Everyons can afford to dress 
well on his own place of expenditure. 
It 1* a matter not of money, but of 
interest in the subject. He who is 
interestd in a subject will speedily 
acquire taste In that subject, and 
the skill to get the best effect at the 
lowest cost. Nine out of every ten 
of u* could easily produce n better 
effect on the eye of the beholder 
than we actually do without spend- 
a penny more than we habitually, 
spend. u 

We are guilty of a number of 
errors and omissions, the thief of 

which I will enumerate. * 

First—We won’t lake trouble. A 

great living statesman Is reported 

to have said: *1 put on the first 
things that come to hand, and peopla 
don’t seem to mind." This Is tho 
practice of many of ua, but It ta na 
way to dress. People do mind. 

Hecond—we forget that drees com¬ 
prises much more than a suit of 
clothes. If a roan went forth In a 
suit of clothes and nothing else he 
would make a sensation which might 
seriously Incommode him. There la 
no sense In procuring a good suit of 
clothes unless all the rest of the 
attire from hat to heels harmonises 
with U, not. merely lit .color, but la 
style and excellence, Clumsy boots 
will make the' finest suit look ridic¬ 
ulous. How often one has the mis¬ 
fortune to see a man who has brains 
and taste in matching shirt, necktie, 
and socks with bis suit, but whose 
exposed handkerchief produces on 
our teeth the effect of scratching a 
coin on a slate. Such men ought to 
be fined forty shillings or go to pri¬ 
son. 

Third—We place ourselves like 
dolls on the hands of our tailors or 
other furnishers. We let them work 
their will upon us. We accept sub¬ 
missively their often Ill-founded as¬ 
sertion* that everything Is all right. 
But tailor* are human, and want 
overseeing. The price of smartness 
Is eternal vigilance. . 

Fourth—Having got bur clothe* 
we do not take care of them. Ws 
treat them like stepchildren. Of 
course courage aa well as true affec¬ 
tion is needed for the Just treatment 
of clothee. It takee a brave man to 
preee his trousers on a frosty night. 

Fifth—we do not put our clothes 
on properly. 1 defy you to walk 1(B) 
yards along the Strand or Fifth 
Avenue without seeing a man the 
collar of whose coat sticks up abovs 
the collar of his overcoat—except In 
Summer, when Ms ovarcoat Is left 
lying huddled In ths wrong cresses 
at home.

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Returning we slightly altered our 
course, following the base of a low 
cliff rich In plants luxuriating In its 
protected recesses. Over and around 
the rocks ws went and across the 
gritty surface of volcanic sand. 
Eventually In seeking for fresh 
scenes we came upon a talus-slope 
verdant with vegetation and mois¬ 
tened with little streams, while 
through It had cut Its way a rill of 
merry water. The course of the rill 
was marked by Lewis’s Mimulus, like 
a faint rosy line. Above below a 
.dripping cliff the little Alpine Mimu¬ 
lus flourished exceedingly with as¬ 
ters and arnicas. Here was the tall 
Green Mellebore of the Goldstream 
district, a common plant In *|ll wet 
places; and here. too. Seneclo \lsn- 
gularis, common along the ""upper 
parts of the Jordan River district. 
The subelplno Lupine was common 
with a few late blooms; and a purple 
paint-brush. The greatest difficulty 
my friend, Layrltx, and 1 had to con¬ 
tend with was the absence of flower*, 
so that In spite of the excellent 
Features of the Flora of Mount 
Rainier,*’ the Park’s botanical hand¬ 
book. we were unable to Identify 
many of the plants we came across.

| STEPS OP STONE 

It will he necessary to construct 
steps of stones to reach ths upper 
part of the rockery. These steps 
should be made to took as If they 
wore natural stones and not a for¬ 
mal stairway. This effect can be 
helped by the proper planting of 
creeping subjects near the edge of 
the stepa Ths path ln a rock gar¬ 
den may very well take the form of 
a aeries of stopping stones, which 
will look much more In keeping 
than would a formal path. 

The margin of the rock garden 
should be undulating, not straight or 
symmetrically curved. Here and 
there should be a bold headland of 
r-x'k. and In other places there 
should be bays which will sdd to tha 
effect of the headlands. The whole 
outline need not be of stone, and 
many evergreen creeping plants may 
be used as the margin In places, thus 
effecting a saving In the matter ef 
rock. 

THE ROCKERY BORDER 

The rockery border la simply a 
raised border up to, say, three feet 
In height, with sufficient rook intro¬ 
duced into it* copat ruction to makg 
It a suitable home for Alpine plants. 
It may be said that it Is not easy te 
make an effective rockery border, 
and to do It well It should contain 
only a few rocks, for if a great deal 
of rock is used It Is apt to degener¬ 
ate Into the "dogs grave" form of 
rockery, which I* at once an eyesore 
and a poor place to grbw rock plants. 

Much can be done with the proper 
use of a very few really large rocks. 
Pieces of rock weighing from 100 to 
200 pounds more than half buried 
will give an effect that a car load of 
small stones will never give. One 
will have to place the rocks, look at 
them and move them, perhaps half 
a dosen times before one gets the ef¬ 
fect. All this takes time, patience 
and hard labor, hut it la worth St if 
one wants effective results.

It is obvious that the height of a rook garden muat depend 
upon ita width. One rannot build to a height of six or seven feet 
on a base of the name sire and make a satisfactory rockery. It 
would be too ateep and the soil would he washed down by the rain 
in Winter and it would be hard to get the rocka to act firm and 
solid. 

When the area to be treated ia small it ia better to make a 
rock border which shall not exceed three or four feet in height. 
The matter of the rork border we will consider later. At present 
.we will discuss the rock garden with a width of tome feet, giving 
a solid foundation upon which to build up to six or even seven 
feet in height in places.
